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MEMORIAL  RESOLUTIONS  ADOPTED   BY   THE   BOARD 

OF  TRUSTEES. 

In  the  death  of  Charles  Wilson  Brega,  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital has  sustained  a  very  great  loss.  No  one  can  fill  the 
place  he  occupied,  either  in  his  relation  to  the  management 
of  the  Hospital  or  in  the  hearts  of  the  individual  Trustees. 

Mr.  Brega  was  the  oldest  Trustee  in  continuous  service. 
He  was  elected  to  the  Board  in  1885  and  has  served  for 
twenty-one  years.  He  was  elected  Yice- President  of  the 
Hospital  in  1896  and  has  served  for  ten  years. 

As  Trustee  he  has  done  more  than  any  one  else  to  sustain 
the  interest  in  and  enthusiasm  for  the  work.  In  the  dark 
days  when  he  was  elected  Vice-President  his  faith  and 
courage  never  wavered.  The  worse  the  financial  condition 
became  the  more  he  endeavored  to  save  the  situation.  To 
his  efforts  very  largely  we  owe  the  present  effective- 
organization,  which  has  placed  the  finances  on  a  sound  basis 
and  put  the  credit  of  the  Hospital  on  a  footing  it  had  never 
in  its  history  before  enjoyed.  This  work  was  modestly 
done,  and  few  knew  or  realized  how  much  of  his  energy, 
experience  and  judgment  was  given  to  make  this  useful 
institution  permanent. 

He  perceived  promptly  what  was  necessary  for  the  re- 
sults to  be  reached  and  worked  persistently  and  intel- 
ligently to  the  end  in  view. 

When  things  looked  dark  he  was  the  most  buoyant  and 
optimistic.  Never  losing  courage,  his  enthusiasm  was  in- 
fectious.    He  was  an  inspiration  to  cheerful  and  earnest 

work  in  others. 
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His  hearty  grip,  bright  smile  and  hopeful  words  put  new 
life  and  vigor  into  those  who  were  less  hopeful. 

He  worked  particularly  hard  for  the  development  of  the 
facilities  of  the  Hospital,  realizing  the  need  of  a  great 
general  hospital  near  the  heart  of  Chicago.  His  joy  at  the 
news  of  Mr.  James  Henry  Smith's  magnificent  gift  was  un- 
bounded. It  is  a  great  comfort  to  us  that  he  knew  of  it 
before  he  went. 

Our  hearts  go  out  in  sympathy  to  the  bereaved  relatives. 
"We  can  well  comprehend  what  his  loss  means,  for  we 
know  that,  while  he  was  a  broad,  able  man  of  business,  he 
also  was  a  tender,  loving  soul. 


In  the  death  of  Dr.  Arthur  Burley  Hosmer,  St.  Luke's 
Hospital,  as  well  as  the  medical  profession  of  Chicago,  has 
suffered  a  severe  loss.  He  had  for  thirteen  years  been  an 
active  member  of  the  Medical  Board  and  an  earnest  and 
faithful  worker  for  the  welfare  of  both  patients  and  Hos- 
pital. His  work  was  marked  by  the  utmost  fidelity  to  his 
ideals,  and  he  was  tireless  in  his  efforts  to  achieve  the  re- 
sults which  he  deemed  worthy,  important  and  desirable. 
He  was  a  genial,  cultured  gentleman,  always  courteous  and 
cordial,  and  though  of  modest  and  retiring  disposition  he 
was  alwa}Ts  ready  to  bear  his  part  in  any  movement  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Hospital,  the  medical  profession  or  the  com- 
munity. 

Resolved:  That  we,  the  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital, 
extend  to  the  family  and  friends  of  Dr.  Hosmer  our  deepest 
sympathy. 
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ROOMS,  BEDS  AND  ENDOWMENTS, 

SUBJECT   TO  THE   RULES   GOVERNING  THE 
ADMISSION   OF   PATIENTS  TO  THE   HOSPITAL 


1.  A  donation  of  $10,000  endows  a  private  room  in  perpetuity,  and 
the  en  dower  shall  have  the  privilege  of  naming  the  room. 

2.  A  donation  of  $5,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  in  perpetuity. 

3.  A  donation  of  $300  supports  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  for  one  year. 

4.  A  donation  of  $3,000  endows  a  bed  in  an  open  ward  during  the 
life-time  of  the  donor. 

5.  Any  room  not  endowed  may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees  to  the 
endower  of  a  bed  during  his  life-time,  and  he  may,  during  that  period, 
enjoy  all  the  privileges  accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of 
the  room,  in  addition  to  the  perpetual  privileges  accruing  from  the 
endowment  of  a  bed.  An  additional  endowment  of  $5,000,  at  any  time, 
shall  endow  said  rOom  in  perpetuity. 

6.  Any  roam,  not  endowed  and  not  granted  as  provided  in  Section  4, 
may  be  granted  by  the  Trustees,  to  the  supporter  of  a  bed,  and  he  may, 
during  the  year  in  which  he  supports  the  bed,  enjoy  the  privileges 
accruing  in  perpetuity  from  the  endowment  of  a  room,  subject  to  termi- 
nation at  the  close  of  any  year. 

7.  No  ward,  or  other  division  of  the  Hospital,  shall  be  named  with- 
out action  of  the  Trustees. 

Note. — The  endowment  of  a  bed  entitles  the  endower  to  nominate  one 
patient  at  a  time  to  an  open  ward  bed  free  of  charge  at  any  time  when 
there  is  such  abed  vacant,  and,  if  all  the  beds  are  tilled,  to  the  preference 
over  other  applicants  when  a  bed  becomes  vacant. 

If  an  endower  desires  any  service  from  the  Hospital  in  excess  of  that 
furnished  the  open  wards,  a  bill  will  be  rendered  at  current  rates,  and 
the  current  ward  charge,  which  is  at  present  $8.00  per  week,  will  be 
credited  to  the  endower  on  the  bill. 

The  endower  of  a  bed  in  perpetuitj7  has  the  right  to  name  a  successor, 
which  right  to  name  a  successor  shall  belong  to  each  successor.  If  an 
endower  or  his  successor  fails  to  name  a  successor  it  will  be  deemed  to 
lodge  the  right  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  who  will  thereafter 
exercise  the  right  of  nomination  to  the  endowed  bed.

Forty=Third  Annual   Report  of  the  Trustees 
of  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Fiscal  Year  ending  September  30,  1906. 

We  cannot  find  words  to  express  our  gratitude  for  the 
generous  gifts  to  the  Hospital  during  the  fiscal  year  for 
which  we  herewith  present  our  report.  In  this  expression 
of  gratitude  all  the  friends  of  the  Hospital  most  cordially 
join.  But  especially  does  the  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Di- 
ocese of  Chicago,  under  whose  auspices  St.  Luke's  was 
founded  and  has  been  fostered,  feel  a  deep  sense  of  appre- 
ciation of  and  thankfulness  for  the  princely  "New  Year's 
gift  of  Mr.  James  Henry  Smith,  which  came  at  a  most  op- 
portune time  in  St.  Luke's  history.  Mr.  Smith's  gift  of 
$350,000  and  two  pieces  of  real  estate  believed  to  be  worth 
at  least  $150,000,  was  given  to  erect  an  addition  to  the 
Hospital  to  be  called  "The  George  Smith  Memorial"  in 
memory  of  his  cousin,  who  was  one  of  the  pioneer  resi- 
dents and  first  great  business  men  of  Chicago  and  the 
Northwest. 

Following  this  gift  came  the  prompt  and  liberal  sub- 
scriptions necessary  for  the  acquisition  of  land  on  Michigan 
Avenue,  on  which  to  place  the  Memorial  Building,  and  al- 
together the  year  has  been  a  continual  succession  of 
thanksgivings  for  liberal  aid  to  the  Trustees  and  supporters 
of  the  Hospital  in  extending  the  institution  and  making  it 
permanent. 

This  Memorial  needs  135  feet  of  Michigan  Avenue  front- 
age. Forty  feet  next  south  of  the  Saranac  were  owned  and 
paid  for.  The  remaining  ninety-five  feet  were  purchased 
for  $138,591.03,  including  in  this  $591.03  interest  be- 
tween the  time  of  purchase  and  actual  payment.     Of  this 

amount    $119,147.03  were    received   by   subscription   and 
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$1.9,444:  appropriated  from  funds  which  the  trustees  were 
free  to  invest  in  their  discretion,  and  did  not  include  any 
moneys  given  as  foundations  for  beds. 

Plans  for  the  Memorial  Building  have  been  prepared  by- 
Messrs.  Frost  and  Granger,  architects,  and  have  been  ap- 
proved by  Mr.  Smith.  One  piece  of  the  land  Mr.  Smith 
gave  has  been  sold  for  $58,500  net,  and  construction  of  the 
building  is  delayed  only  until  the  available  cash  value  of 
the  remaining  land  given  by  Mr.  Smith  is  ascertained. 

The  facilities  of  the  Hospital  of  various  kinds  must  nec- 
essarily be  enlarged  for  the  additional  work  entailed  by 
the  prospective  increase  in  the  number  of  patients.  Lead- 
ing in  this,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick  gave  $6,000, 
which  were  at  once  expended  in  erecting  another  story  on 
the  Stickney  Building  for  the  accommodation  of  fifteen 
more  nurses  in  the  Nurses'  Home  founded  by  and  a  memo- 
rial of  the  thoughtfulness  and  generosity  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
H.  Stickney. 

Mr.  Byron  L.  Smith,  contributed  $1,031.70  which  was 
expended  in  permanent  improvements  in  the  Solomon 
Smith  Ward. 

Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Q'Donoghue,  who  died  November  1, 
1905,  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  the  real  estate  at  2970 
Wabash  Avenue. 

From  the  Horace  P.  Taylor  estate  we  received,  taking 
into  account  both  principal  and  income,  the  sum  of 
$5,411.16. 

The  liberal  legacy  of  $10,000.00  of  Mrs.  Harriet  Mc- 
Vicker,  acknowledged  last  year,  has  been  paid  to  the  Trus- 
tees. 

The  constant  friend  of  the  Hospital,  the  lamented  Mar- 
shall Field,  Esq.,  left,  by  will,  $25,000.00  to  the  Hospital, 
which  has  been  paid  to  the  Trustees  and  invested  in  rail- 
road bonds. 

The  admirably  organized    Woman's  Board  did  its   full 
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share  in  raising  the  money  needed  for  the  Michigan  Ave- 
nue land  and,  as  part  of  its  results,  also  shows  judicious  im- 
provements in  the  working  part  of  the  Getty  Ward,  and  a 
well  protected  entrance  for  the  ambulance. 

The  Linen  Committee  gathered,  in  its  quiet  way,  a  very 
large  amount  of  indispensable  linen.  The  thanks  of  the 
Trustees  are  gratefully  extended  to  the  members  of  these 
Bodies,  who  set  us  an  example  which  is  full  of  encourage- 
ment. 

The  Trustees  also  desire  to  make  renewed  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  efficient  services  of  Louis  R.  Curtis,  Superin- 
tendent, and  of  Miss  M.  E.  Johnstone,  Directress  of  the 
Training  School. 

It  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  the  gifts  for  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Hospital  are  somewhat  reduced  while  so 
lavish  a  stream  of  subscriptions  is  flowing  into  the  build- 
ing fund.  From  this  cause,  and  from  the  increased  cost  of 
all  kinds  of  supplies,  the  report  of  Hospital  operations 
shows  a  deficit  of  $2,684.11.  It  is  to  be  expected  that  even 
with  utmost  care  there  will  be  danger  of  a  continuation  of 
this  condition  until  the  new  building  begins  to  earn  an  in- 
come, and  generous  friends  are  begged  to  remember  that, 
while  these  wonderful  gifts  have  been  received,  the}'  do  not 
yet  add  to  the  income  of  the  Hospital,  and  that  it  will  need 
the  old  time  support,  at  least  for  the  present.

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Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital : 

Gentlemen:  I  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  September  30,  1906.  The  statistical  por- 
tion of  report  shows  an  increase  of  five  and  two-tenths  per 
cent,  in  the  number  of  patient  days  and  seven  and  six-tenths 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  patients  treated,  and  indicates 
that  we  have  passed  the  point  which  we  have  heretofore  re- 
garded as  the  practical  maximum  with  the  present  facilities. 
It  is  worthy  of  note  that  a  large  portion  of  the  increase  is 
in  the  free  work  and  that  the  rather  considerable  addition 
to  the  earnings  from  the  board  of  patients  is  due  to  the 
growing  demand  for  better  and  higher  priced  accommoda- 
tions. 

A  fund  contributed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees was  applied  to  the  conversion  of  the  floor  formerly 
occupied  by  internes  into  private  rooms.  This  provides  a 
small  quiet  ward  of  three  large  rooms  each  with  a  connect- 
ing bath  room,  automatic  temperature  control,  bedside  tele- 
phones and  sundry  other  conveniences.  The  rooms  are 
well  furnished,  conveniently  located  and  have  been  found 
very  acceptable  to  those  who  desire  better  accomodations 
than  we  have  been  able  to  offer  in  the  past.  They  conclu- 
sively demonstrate  the  urgent  demand  for  more  and  better 
private  room  accommodations.  The  earnings  during  the 
past  winter  alone  amounted  to  more  than  the  entire  cost 
of  the  improvements. 

The  difficulties  which  we  encounter  in  our  efforts  to  fur- 
nish better  facilities  and  do  better  work  each  year  are  grow- 
ing in  proportion  with  the  steady  and  persistent  rise  in 
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wages  and  the  cost  of  provisions  and  supplies.  Thus  far 
we  have  made  no  attempt  to  meet  the  condition  by  a  radi- 
cal advance  in  our  rates  to  pay  patients.  Only  very  slight 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  prices  of  a  few  of  the  pri- 
vate rooms,  and  the  rates  in  the  wards  remain  as  low  as 
they  have  ever  been.  "We  cannot  hope  to  add  very  largely 
to  our  income  by  an  increase  in  the  volume  of  our  pay 
business  until  after  the  completion  of  the  "George  Smith 
Memorial."  One  of  the  effects  of  the  very  generous  gifts  for 
the  new  building  and  the  necessary  land  has  been  to  dimin- 
ish the  amount  of  the  contributions  available  for  current 
expenses,  and  it  would  seem  as  though  the  question  of  higher 
rates  to  those  who  are  able  to  pay  must  soon  receive  con- 
sideration. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick  the 
capacity  of  the  Stickney  Building  (Training  School)  has 
been  increased  by  the  addition  of  another  story  and  the 
re-arrangement  of  the  rooms  on  the  first  floor.  This  is 
especially  valuable  and  opportune  as  we  are  now  adding  to 
the  number  of  pupils  in  anticipation  of  the  needs  of  the 
new  building. 

The  continued  generosity  and  interest  of  Mr.  Byron  L. 
Smith  in  the  "Solomon  Smith  Ward"  is  shown  in  the  im- 
provements made  during  the  past  year.  Among  other 
things  the  lavatories  and  bath  rooms  have  been  enlarged 
and  re-arranged.  They  have  tile  floors,  marble  wainscot- 
ing and  partitions  and  additions  to  the  plumbing. 

We  are  again  indebted  to  the  Emergency  Committee  of 
the  Woman's  Board  for  a  number  of  important  improve- 
ments. The  ambulance  entrance  erected  last  winter  was 
much  needed.  Under  the  old  arrangement  patients  were  re- 
moved from  the  ambulance  in  the  public  street  and  were 
exposed  to  the  weather,  while  the  vehicle  is  now  brought 

into  the  building.     The  entire  system  of  accessorv  rooms 
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of  the  Getty  Ward  was  remodeled.  The  lavatories,  bath- 
rooms, linen  room,  surgical  dressing  room,  clothing  room 
and  the  pantry  now  have  tile  floors,  marble  wainscoting 
and  partitions  and  new  plumbing  and  have  been  refitted 
with  new  cabinets  and  lockers. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  Hospital  and  equipment  as 
the  result  of  constant  repairs,  replacements  and  improve- 
ments is  now  better  than  ever  before.  The  real  estate 
holdings  of  the  Hospital  which  are  improved  are  in  good 
condition  and  are  rented  to  good  advantage.  The  indica- 
tions point  toward  an  increase  in  the  net  returns  from  this 
source  during  the  coming  year. 

We  are  again  under  obligation  to  Messrs.  Jones,  Caesar, 
Dickinson,  Wilmot  &  Co.  for  gratuitous  services  in  making 
a  complete  examination  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Hos- 
pital.

This  department  is  conducted  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  are  able  to  come  and  go  and  are  unable  to  pay  for  ad- 
equate private  treatment.  The  service  is  free,  except  that 
those  who  can  do  so  are  expected  to  pay  a  nominal  sum  for 
the  medicine  which  they  carry  away  with  them.  When 
circumstances  permit,  patients  whose  condition  requires  in- 
door treatment,  are  admitted  to  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

Free  patients  who  require  attention  after  their  discharge 
from  the  wards  are  referred  to  the  Dispensary. 

The  Dispensary  is  open  for  treatment  of  patients  every 
day  between  eight  a.  m.  and  five  p.  m.,  except  on  {Sundays 
and  Holidays.

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  owing  to 
the  kindness  and  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  Mc- 
Cormick,  a  new  story  has  been  added  to  the  Training 
School,  and  changes  made  to  the  first  floor  increasing  the 
capacity  of  the  home  to  sixty-eight  beds,  also  giving  an 
extra  bathroom  on  two  floors.  These  changes  add  greatly 
to  the  comfort  of  the  nurses,  and  are  certainly  appreciated 
by  them. 

The  Nurses  are  indebted  to  the  Woman's  Board  for  the 
enjoyable  reception  given  the  graduating  class,  also  for  the 
gift  of  one  dozen  blankets  and  five  hundred  yards  of  curtain 
material.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  many  friends  of  the  Train- 
ing School  who  have  remembered  the  nurses  by  sending 
them  tickets  to  concerts  and  the  theaters,  affording  them 
beneficial  relaxation  and  enjoyment. 

The  pupils  have  had  the  usual  courses  of  classes  and 

lectures  on  practical  work : 

Materia  Medica,  Practice  of  Medicine, 

Anatomy,  Dietetics,  Bacteriology, 

Urinalysis,  Obstetrics,  Massage,  etc. 
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We  are  arranging  a  preparatory  class  which  will  begin 
in  January,  and  have  engaged  the  services  of  Ella  V.  Tim- 
merman,  M.  D.,  to  take  charge  of  the  theoretical,  and  Miss 
J.  Craig  the  practical  work,  supplemented  by  instruction 
in  the  Diet  Kitchen,  Pharmacy  and  Out- Patients  Depart- 
ment, Linen  Eoom,  and  Store  Room. 

The  staff  of  nurses  is  being  gradually  increased  in  order 
that  we  may  not  be  handicapped  when  the  new  Hospital 
building  is  completed. 

Before  closing  my  report  I  would  like  to  take  this  op- 
portunity to  thank  our  lecturers  and  instructors  for  their 
excellent  and  faithful  work  the  past  year.

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Chaplain's  Report. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees,  St.  Luke's  Hospital. 

Gentlemen: — My  work  as  Chaplain  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital 
has  been  prosecuted  during  the  past  year  without  unusual 
interruption,  save  for  a  brief  period  in  May  when  sickness 
and  death  in  my  family  necessitated  my  absence  from  the 
city.  The  daily  service  in  the  Chapel,  in  my  opinion  of 
inestimable  value  in  the  routine  of  the  nurse's  life,  has  been 
maintained;  a  service  much  appreciated  as  well  by  many 
convalescent  patients.  The  Holy  Communion  has  been 
celebrated  on  Sundays,  Thursdays  and  Holy  Days,  the 
faithful  who  were  confined  to  their  beds  being  communi- 
cated ordinarily  on  these  days;  on  other  days  only  in  cases 
of  emergency.  I  have  officiated  at  five  baptisms,  three 
marriages  and  eight  burials  in  connection  with  this  work. 

My  practice  of  making  daily  visits  to  patients  in  the 
wards  and  private  rooms,  holding  short  services  and  having 
devotions  as  expedient,  has  been  continued.  Much  time 
has  been  spent  in  distributing  books  and  periodicals  among 
the  patients  craving  solace  of  illustrated  and  reading  matter. 

To  the  friends  of  the  hospital,  especially  the  Union 
League  Club,  who  have  made  valuable  donations  to  our 
reading  rooms  and  library,  we  are  under  great  obligations. 
I  wish  also  to  acknowledge  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  doc- 
tors and  nurses,  who  by  their  courtesy  and  personal  interest 
have  made  possible  much  of  the  success  in  my  work.

The  private  rooms  of  the  Hospital  are  maintained  for  the  ben  ''t  of 
those  who  desire  superior  accommodations  and. are  able  to  pay  the  Hos- 
pital charges  in  full. 

The  reputable  and  otherwise  acceptable  physicians  of  the  city  are 
invited  to  treat  their  patients  in  the  private  rooms.  They  will  have  at 
their  disposal  all  the  facilities  of  the  institution. 

RATES : 

Rooms  (2  and  3  beds),  $12  to  $14  each  bed  per  week.  Single  rooms  $16 
and  upward  per  week.  Special  Nurse,  undergraduate,  $15  per  week. 
Special  Nurse,  graduate,  $25  per  week. 

Rates  are  the  same  whether  the  patient  be  a  child  or  an  adult. 

The  rates  named  include  room,  board,  ordinary  medicines  and  dress- 
ings, the  services  of  the  nurse  of  the  ward,  and  of  the  House  Staff.  All 
fractions  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  as  a  day. 

An  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  examinations  made  in  the  Patho- 
logical Laboratory,  for  the  use  of  the  operating  room,  for  the  services 
of  special  nurses  when  they  are  required,  either  by  order  of  the 
Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  patient, 
and  for  all  extraordinary  articles  of  diet,  wines,  medicines,  apparatus, 
dressings,  etc. 

Friends  of  patients  will  be  accommodated  with  room  and  board  (the 
regular  bill  of  fare  only)  when  conditions  will  permit.  The  rate  for 
any  room  will  be  the  same  as  though  occupied  by  a  patient. 

Personal  clothing  will  not  be  furnished  patients,  nor  will  patients' 
clothing  be  laundered. 

The  Hospital  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  valuables  unless 
they  are  deposited  in  the  office  for  safe  keeping. 

Visitors  will  be  admitted  between  the  hours  of  10  a.  m.  and  9  p.  in., 
unless  their  presence  is  deemed  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

Complaints  should  be  made  directly  to  the  Superintendent. 

All  bills  are  payable  strictly  in  advance. 


...Open   Wards... 

The  maximum  rate  is  $8  per  week.  In  cases  where  the  circumstances 
warrant  it  a  reduction  is  made,  and  a  certain  proportion  are  admitted 
free. 

AS  TO  FEES : 

Pay  patients  should  make  their  own  arrangements  as  to  fees  with  the 
members  of  the  Medical  Board  by  whom  they  are  treated. 

"  No  member  of  the  Attending  Staff  will  make  any  charge  for  pro- 
fessional services  for  attendance  upon  any  patient  who  does  not  pay  in 
full  the  Hospital  charge  for  board,  room  and  nursing  ;  where  the 
patient  is  nominated  by  the  endower  of  a  bed  or  room,  but  is  neverthe- 
less able  to  pay  for  the  services  of  the  physician  or  surgeon  in  charge, 
physicians'  or  surgeons'  fees  may  be  charged,  if  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Hospital  authorities  it  is  thought  just  and  proper. 

"The,  services  of  the  Attending  Staff  are  gratuitous  to  all  patients 
who,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Hospital  authorities,  are  unable  to  pay  for 
the  same. 

"  No  officer,  interne,  nurse  or  servant  is  allowed  to  receive  any  fee  or 
gift  from  a  patient  without  the  formal  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees."
